Voelkersam’s flagship; the 
cruisers Admiral Nahakimoff, Dimitri 
Donskoi, Aurora and the Almaz, Rear- 
Admiral Enquist’s flagship, and several 
torpedo boats and torpedo-boat de- 
stroyers. The fleet will merely touch 
at Libau, where it will be joined by 
twelve transports, colliers and supply 
ships already waiting there, and will 
then proceed direct to the Orient. 

The scene of the departure of the 
fleet was an imposing one. At dawn, 
the first anchor was hoisted on the 
éwift cruiser Aurora, which, accom- 
panied by two torpedo boats, slipped 
out of the harbor. The town was 
awakened by the booming of the guns 
of the forts, as the Aurora sped toward 
Libau in advance of the main squadron. 

At 2 o'clock in the efternoon, the 
time set for the departure of the re- 
mainder of the fleet, the imperial yacht 
with the Emperor, Grand Duke Alexis, 
the high admiral, and other high naval 
officers on board, put out from Peter- 
hof on the other side of the bay, with 
an escort of three torpedo boats. 

Admirals Rojestvensky, Voelkersam 
and Enquist went on board the im- 
perial yacht, and personally said fare- 
well to the Emperor. Then, with de- 
stroyers ahead and abeam, the Souva- 
roff led the squadron down the Finnish 
Gulf. The water front and piers and 
forts were crowded with spectators. 
The ensigns on the yachte were dipped; 
and the guns of each chain of forts 
across the bay joined in’ an admiral’s 
salute, while from the signal masts 
above the forts fluttered a string of 
coolred flags reading, “Good luck to 
the Baltic fleet on its long voyage.”

Even 
in the use of artillery they follow a 
plan of discharging one gun after an- 
other rapidly and with precision. To- 
day four Russian guns saluted the 
Japanese for an hour as a regiment of 
the latter was moving into position 
before the Russian frent.

No one had noticed 
soldiers there until, after the dropping 
of the shells, it suddenly seemed to 
swarm with men, and two or three 
companies scrambled down the slope, 
running for shelter. One of the shells 
fell short almost on the crest of the 
hill, where the attachés and  corre- 
spondents had been grouped until a 
few minutes before, when they with- 
drew. thinking that the fighting was 
practically finished for the day. 

The Japanese for some reason re- 
frained from making the most of their 
guns on this occasion. The Rursians 
retreating in large compact bodies pre- 
sented splendid targets.

Part were 
carried on stretchers with their guns 
and equipments beside them, for noth- 
ing is wasted or lost with the Japa- 
nese army, and when the soldiers go 
Into a fight they leave no trail of dia- 
carded blankets and haversacks. All 
the wounded were quiet and stoical 
as usual. Oné boy shot through both 
arms was walkifig and as he could 
not salute he stopped and bowed low 
ta each foreign officer. 

Emerging from the pass and riding 
down a stretch of tortuous road under 
the shelter of a hiliside, the party 
came abruptly to the stage of action. 
It is impossible to convey an idea of 
the country without maps, nor was it 
practical to see more than that sec- 
tion of the fighting directly below the 
outpost trenches which guard the 
rerthern entrance mile or more to

They testified convincingly to the etay- 
ing powers of the Ruesian soldiery: as 
convincingly to the judgment of their 
officers in electing to make a fre nial 
attack against the gateway to South- 
ern Manchuria. 

Evidence more striking was the har- 
vest of the bullets. Not since Hamaian 
has this army seen more men disabled 
on a emall area. Along the line where 
the Rugsian wave broke. it left a fringe 
of dead and wounded. Five bodies 
were close together in the road just 
above the temple, all lying with thetr 
faces toward the enemy as they had 
dropped, apparentiy in the fire: rush. 
One corpse was on its hands and knees 
still clutching a rifie, and but for the 
head fallen forward on the chest might 
have seemed aiive and stooping to 
shoot. Others lay on. their faces as 
they had been stricken with instant 
death. And others, some not yet dead, 
had. crawled behind bushes and rocks 
in hope of sheiter. Two rifies stuck up 
in the road against little plles of stones, 
with handkerchiefs tied to the bayonets 
just as had been done at Hamatan. The 
owners, it seemed, tired of the fight and 
surrendered when the Japanese came 
down upon them. They were not the 


only ones to abandon the business. 
The squads searching for wounded 
discovered several stalwart soldiers 


without any marks on them huddled tn 
the shrubbery. Of one of these a for- 
eign attaché, speaking Ruseslan, asked 
if he was not ashamed. “No,” replied 
the soldier, “I have had enough of this 
war, and | made up my mind to be 
taken prisoner the first time I found a 
chance.” 

The reports current in the army 
credit many Russian prisoners with the 
same action. The Russians g0 into 
battle with heavy marching equipment, 
weighted down by all their efiects. One 
soldier, mortally wounded, wore his. 
heavy coat tn a roll over his shoulder, 
an entrenching spade, a cooking pot, 
a canvas bag filled with black bread, 
a canteen and a bandolier of cartridges 
were strapped to him, and I saw a Jap- 
anese- stop to cut these weights from 
hia enemy and drag him into the shade 
of a bush, putting a blanket under his 
head and a handkerchief over his face. 
Russian impedimenta were strewn al! 
over the field. Most noticeable were 
the heavy snuff-colored coats which 
prove useful in Japanese hospitals, the 
erude wooden water flasks, the pouches 
of coarse bread, numerous _rifies 
dropped in the retreat, and two or three 
drums emblazoned with ithe double- 
headed eagle, whose abandonment is 
almost like -iving up the colors. 

Gen. Nichi observed the end of the 
engagement from the summit of a hiil 
close by the temple. He had dressed

MURDERER STRUBE'S TRIAL

PORT ARTHUR. 


{BY THE ASSOCIA 


HBFOO, Sept. 11, 11 p.m.—[By 
Asiatic Cable.] The story of the 
happenings before Port Arthur of 
the past ten days, according to the 
Novikrai, ts one of bombardments, 
outpost clashes and reconnoitering ex- 
nloits. Copies of the Novikrai, dated 
September 56, 6 and 7, were received 
here today, a are devoted almost ex- 
clusively to recital of the details of 
these occurrences. Russian activity 
on the northeast front, which includes 
Rihlungshan and Kikwanshan, is noied 
by the paper, and the inference is 
drawn that an attack in that quarter 
is expected, 

The bombardments of the Palichuang 
fort, which is only 300 yards from 
Rihlugshan, are frequent. The Rus- 
sians are trying desperately to retard 
the further strengthening of this posi- 
tion. September 1 a fire partially de- 
stroyed the village of Palichuang. 
Later the Russian artillery leveled a 
stone house and walis which the Jap-

anese had been using for cover. The 
Japanese outposts thereupon were 
strengthened, and wires hung wth 


bells were strung to sound an alarm 
in case of a sudden attack. 

The village of Chalitsets, which was 
in front of the. parade ground, has also 
been destroyed, presumably by the 
Russians, although it is not so stated 
by the Novikrai. Russian guns on a 
position known as rock redoubt fire al- 
most ceaselessly on the two forts at 
Palichuang. The Russians call these 
forts redoubt No. 1 and redoubt No. 3, 
The Novikrai mentions seeing two com- 
panies of Japanese working when a 
shell compelled them to flee. The Jap- 
anese were seen carrying planks and 
other things from redoubt 2 to redou)t 
1. Returning, they carried something 
which could not be identified. The 
Novikrai of September 5 relates a 
heroic sacrifice of life by a Japanese, 
who, it is believed, attempted to biow 
up a wall behind which the Russians 
waited. 

The Japanese soldier calmly left re- 
doubt 1, ng two boxes, and de- 
liberately marched toward the Rus- 
sians, who suffered him to approach. 
When he was quite near sharpshooters 
killed him. On imvestigation it was 
found that the boxes he carried con- 
— lyddite, with fuses carefully af- 
xed.

ATLANTIC CITY (N. J.) Sept. 11.— 
[Exclusive Dispatch.] A representa- 
tive body of New Jersey Democrats 
met here yesterday, and denounced 
Parker and the Hill-Belmont clique.

DAVID WILL DABBLE. 
CAN’T REFRAIN FROM POLITICS. 

(BY DIRBCT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, Sept. 11.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.) The report that David B. 
Hill will retire from politics at the end 
of this year ig not accepted seriously 
anywhere. The common talk is that 
he cannot help dabbling in political 
matters. Among Republicans and 
Democrats alike, it is believed that the 
retirement story was given out for 
publication to head off the damage be- 
ing done to Parker's prospects by Hill's 
prominence in the campaign. They 
point to Hill's record, and shudder. 
The prevailing idea is that Parker's 
success means a Cabinet office for Hill, 
probably that of Secretary of State, to 
succeed John Hay. 

It is pointed out that, in this cam- 
paign, Hill’é record bears an unusually 
important part, for the reason that, 
according to Democratic papers now 
strongest in their support of Parker, 
the ex-jJudge owes his advancement 
from the position of an up-State sur- 
rogate, in a large measure, ‘to the 
friendship of Hill. This he wuu, ac- 
cording to these 6ame papers, by his 
suceessful conduct of Hill's campaign 
for the Governorshbip. 

The Brooklyn Eagle, one—of the 
Democratic candidate's strongest sup- 
porters, in an article on the career and 
conduct of Hill, printed May 20, 1890, 
gives the following account of the re- 
laton of Hill and his State chairman: 

“From that time, Hill made the for- 
|} tunes of Parker his concern. The am- 
bition of the latter lay in a judicial 
career. When a vacancy occurred in 
the district of which Ulster County isa 
part, Gov. Hilf was potential in lifting 
Parker to the Supreme Court bench. 
When the second part of the court of 
Appeals was instituted by appointment 
of the Governor, from among the Su- 
preme Court justices, Parker was s6e- 
lected by Gov. Hill. When a vacancy 
occurred in the chief judgeship of the 
Court of Appeals, Senator Hill never 
ceased his labors until he saw Judge 
Parker the nominee, and personally di- 
rected the campaign that ended with 
victory.” 


CAMPAIGN FORMALLY OPENED. 
CORTELYOU IN CHICAGO. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.J 

CHICAGO, Sept. 11.—With the issu- 
ance of the President's letter of ac- 
ceptance, the Republican national] cam- 
paign may be considered as formally 
opened. It now depends on the var- 
ious State organizatiofis to arrange for 
the meetings and the national commit- 
tee will assign the speakers who are 
to do the work. Partly in furtherance 
of this, a number of State chairmen 
are being called in to see 
Chairman Cortelyou, who has been in 
Chicago for the past week. 

State openings will follow rapidly 
on the issuance of the President's let- 
ter. Michigan, Washington and Mon- 
tana will begin on September 15; Ne- 
braska and West Virginia on Septem- 
ber 17;:Indiana and lowa on September 
20; Pennsylvania on September 21;

A feeling of indifference on the part 
of the voters has been a cause of alarm 
for many western politicians, and it 
has not been confined to those of any 
one party._Men who do not rank with 
the workers in any party have been 
impressed with the fact that the aver- 
age man is not concerned with politics 
this year. This has been noted as one 
of the peculiar features of the work. 
Various reasons have been assigned 
and organized bodies have been cen- 
sured for not etirring up interest. 

A statement from western Republi- 
can headquarters, however, refutes this 
idea.

Psychist Tyndall Says the World at 
Large is Paying Homage to-Mere 
Shadows. 


the Swedish Congregational church, 
dirécted by Rev. E. M. Carlson and 
Rev. William Horace Day. 

Dr. Waldenstrom is said to be the 
most picturesque personality in all re- 
ligious Sweden. A former member of 
the Swedish Reichstag, he is now the 
leager of the church reform movement 
in his native land. He wag a bishop 
of the Lutheran persuasion, but for- 
sook this fold for one more liberal. In 
appearance, he is of commanding phy- 
sique, striking face and splendidly- 
shaped head. He talks with vivacity 
and high intelligence, and distinctly 
has “something to say.” 

He is In America today ag the repre- 
sentative of the Swedish government, 
which sent him to investigate educa- 
tional conditions among the great colo- 
nies of Swedish emigrants in the Ca- 
nadian provinces. He has finished this 
mission, and will soon return to Stock- 
holm. His position in the scholastic 
field is scarcely less conspicuous than 
the one he occupies in the religious and 
political world. He is at present at 
the head of Gefle College, one of Eu- 
rope's best known northern institutions 
of learning.

NION IN RECEIVER’S HANDS. 

Several months ago the Center 
Sitar Mining Company, a British Co- 
lumbia corporation, sued the Rossland 
(B. C.) branch of the Western Federa- 
tion of Miners for damages sustained 
to its business and property during a 
strike, and for an injungtion restrain- 
ing-tnhe Western Federation from par- 
ticipating im any unlawful strike 
against the plain company by 
@gents or in peréon, devoting any 
funds to this purpose, and from be- 
setting the company’s property, the 
railroad stations or homes of empiloyés 
or men who may desirg to become 
employés of the company. The Center 
Star Company was awarded 
damages, and a sweeping injunction 
Wes gracted as prayed for, and made 
perpetual. 

The Supreme Court of British Co- 
lumbia hag just appointed a receiver 
.for the union, to collect all moneys 
coming to the Rossland branch of the 
Western Federation of Miners, to trus- 
tees or Officers, and to take charge of 
all funds now in the hands of the 
union's financial secretary and its 
treasurer, or which may come into their 
hands or the hands of their successors 
in office. Furthermore, the defendant 
union and its’ officers and trustees are 
restrained from disbursing eny funds 
except as directed by the court's order, 
end its money on deposit in bank is 
attached. 

The Rossland union will obviously 
be unable to avert payment of the 
heavy damages assessed against it. iw 
funds and incomés are firmly tied up 
until the award has been paid, and 
-wnionism will be taught that it can- 
not, in British Columbia at least, injure 
business and property without making 
due and proper compensation therefor. 

The Center Star case bas attracted 
considerable attention and interest 
among all who are watching the prog- 
ress of the great baitie for industrial 
freedom. The court, in passing upon 
defendant union's application for non- 
suit, dismissed the application and em- 
phaticaily expressed the opinion that 
the verdict of the jury was étrictly in 
accord with the law and the evidence. 

The Rossland case is one of the three 
notable cases in which heavy damages 
have been assessed against unions, the 
other two being in the London courts 
and the damages in each approximat- 
* dng $300,000. If unionism can be forced 
to use its funds in the payment of 
damages in such sums as these, it will 
very soon tire of étrikes and their at-

lcaly tn the International Pariliamen- 
tary Peace Conference, which is to 
take place at St. Loufs on September 
ly. is one of those Roman patricians 
who possess a title of nobility In nearly 
every country of Europe. Besides being 
a Prince af the Holy Emptre, he is 
aiso « Spanish duke and grandee of 
the first class, a Hungarian magnate, 
and possessed as such of @ right to @ 
seat in the Magyar House of Lords; 
the owner of an Austrian dukedom, 
conferred upon hés family about 300 
years ago; a Roman duke, and a Nea- 
politan duke, besides having inhertted 
a couple of French and Bavarian t- 
tles. 
Like Matrice de Talfeyrand, Duc de 
Dino. and the Marquis Henri de Roche, 
fert-Lucay, he {is an extraordinary 
mixture of advanced republicanism 
and intense aristoccatic prejudices, and 
looks far more iike an American or an 
Englishman an Italian, both—his 
heir and beard being fair, instead of 
dark. while he speaks Engiish with- 
out the slightest trace of foreign ac- 
cent. Possibly he hes inherited his 
berod complexion, as well as his mar- 
velous gift for foreign languages, from 
hrs mother, who was one of the beau- 
t'ful Countesses Branicka of Austria- 
Poland. The prince, while scoffing at 
everything pertaining te class dis- 
tinction, and occupying a eeat in the 
nationa, Parliament on the Republican 
side of the house, declined formerly to 
salute the Italian monarch or to ac- 
cord to the latter any of those tokens 
of respect which are rendered by sub- 
jects to their sovereign, basing his 
conduct on the assertion that the 
Odescalchia were of far more iilus- 
ttiove birth and origin than the ducal 
house of Pavoy. now occupying the 
Italian throne. On the occasion of the 
almost tetal destruction by fire of the 
famous Odescalichi palace, on the 
Sqrare of the Apost.es, the late King 
lhiumbert, moved to adarfration by the 
stoiecal calmness with which the prince 
stood watching the conflagration of his 
property, and forgetting for the mo- 
ment the slights to which he had been 
aubjected. rossed over to where he 
stood and expresoced in feeling terms to 
the prince his deep sorrow and sympa.- 
thy. That inaugurated courteous rela- 
tions between the prince and the reign- 
ing house and today the prince occnu- 
pies a seat in the Senate as an acd- 
vanced radical. 

He is a man of much personal charm 
and popularity, who, iike so many 
otber of the great noblee, has met with 
extensive reverses of fortune. Nowa- 
days, having rebuilt. after a fashion, 
his palace, he is obliged to content 
himeelf with a mere floor thereof, 
renting out the others, the ground floor 
being occupied by a retah wine store, 
where the wines from his Ihungartan 
estates are disposed of to all comers. 
To help sa:es, the prince hae a whole 
tribe of fascinating Hungariin peasant 
gitis, who, arrayed in their national 
costume, heip in the dispensing of 
liquid refreshment on the premises. 
The prince’s brother, Prince Ladislas. 
is likewlee of an enterprising turn ef 
mind, for be has established a kind of 
seaside resort on the lines of Coney 
Iriand, which he has christened 
near Civita Vecchia, where 
he owns tracts of property. 

Stil) more cruel te the prince than 
the loss of his fortune and the con- 
f'.gration of hie palace was the almost 
eemplete destruction in the flames of 
the priceless art treasures of Euro- 
pean fame with which it wes filled 
from cellar to garret, for the prince 
is devoted to art and = archeology, 
with both of which he possesses a more 
extensive acquaintance than any of 
his fe,low-pobles at Rome.

IS BLACKMAIL. 


| Davenport Thus Brands the 


Becker Suit. 


Councilman Refuses Of er of 
Settlement. 


IIe Will Not be a Party to 
Such Schemes. 


Blackmatl is the motive which Coun- 
cilman Davenport assigns for the suit 


for $897.15 brought against him by L. 
(.' Becker, a local collector, the claim 
having been assigned to Becker by his 
father-in-law, an Eastern cigar manu- 
facturer. This suit was filed late Sat- 
urday ‘afternoon. A feature of the 
reply which Davenport will make, 
through his attorney, this morning, 
will be a motion to strike out that pore 
tion of the complaint containing cer- 
tain letters purporting to have been 
written by the defendant, on _ the 
ground that they were made a part of 
the suit simply for campaign purposes. 
L. C. Becker, who appears as plaintiff 
in the suit, is in reality only a G@gure- 
head for a corporation which fs back 
of the claim. 

Mr. Davenport says that blackmail 
is the motive of the suit, as is shown 
by the fact that while'it is brought for 
$897.15, Becker repeatedly offered to 
settle it for $175. 

Mr. Davenport yesterday afternoon 


— 


said that when Becker came to him 


j}and exhibited] copies of supposed let- 


ters in order to induce him to make a 
settlement, he refused to discuss the 
matter further. He said he told 
Becker that he has lived over: sixty 
years without submitting to blackmail, 
and that he will not submit to it now. 

Mr. Davenport said that Becker pro- 
duced copies of the letters and told 
him that they were valuable to him, 
when he last ‘importuned Davenport 
for a settlement. He promptly re- 
pudiated Becker's proposition, and he 
declares emphatically that no consid- 
eration of perfonal or political #uc- 
cess will force him to become ea party 
to what he says is plainly a bilack- 
mailing scheme an attempt to push a 
disputed claim at a time when the 
holders of it think they can embarraas 
him if he does not submit to their 
demands. Mr. Davenport, in a straight- 
forward, honest and most emphatic 
way has told those persons who are 
hounding him to proceed if they wish, 
but that he will not, under any cir- 
cumstances or for any consideration, 
allow himself to be blackmailed. 

The time intervening between the 
filing of the sult and the specia! elec- 
tion Is too short to permit of the case 
being heard in the interim. That this 
was carefully figured out by the 
plaintiff is evinced by the fact that 
this claim, said to be almost two 
years overdue, was held up until but 
four wéeek-days intervene between the 
spit and the election. 

All the transactions to which !t re- 
fers took place before Davenport was 
elected to the Council. 

Davenport has offered to withdraw 
from the race if it can be ghown that 
he is a member of the Royal Arch or 
a director in the Liquor lers’ As- 
eociation. He is not a member of 
these bodies. Moreover he is willing 
to stand on his record in the Council, 
he declares, on matters ae pe to 
the liquor interests as that he 
had not favored any _ while in 
the Council. He says that the fact 
that there are no more saloons than 
when he was elected: that no new 
liquor establishments have been — 
to the Sixth Ward, which he 
resents, and that every branch of "the 
trade is paying a higher license than 
it was when he was elected, and by 
his vote, should be sufficient proof for 
his assertion that he is not connected 
with the liquor interests In any way 
and has not been since he became a 
member of the Cotncil.

DANGEROUS AND COSTLY EF- 
FORTS TO DELAY JAPANESE.

British Correspondent Learns That 
the Czar Has Ordered the Generai 


to Retake Liao Yang—Bennett Bur- 
leigh Describes Kuroki’s Pickle Be- 
fore the Late Victory.

LONDON, Sept. 12.—{By Atlantic <a- 
tle.] The Dally Mall's Sinmintin corre- 
respondent, cabling under date of Sep- 
tember 11, says: 

“Gen. Kouropatkin has returned to 
Mukden after ins, ecting the fortifica- 
tions at Tie Pass, work on which is 
not well advanced, but which Is being 
hurried along. At the same time, dan- 
gerous and costly efforts to delay the 
Japanese advance are being made. I 
jearn from a Russian source that this 
is the outecn » of the Emperor's orders, 
and that the Emperor even perempto- 
rily commanded Kouropaikin to retake 
ldao Yang. 

“There is no abatement in the re- 
treat of the Russian troops northward. 
The noise of a fierce artillery engage- 
ment was learc south of Mukden on 
Friday night. 

“The whole line of retreating Rus- 
sians when within five miles southeast 
ef Mukden, were attacked by Japanese 
marksmen whvu were invisible amid the 
millet. The It. ss.an troops sent to Tap. 
ii ‘shen retreated with heavy loss. 
“Chinese bandit: are swarming in the
